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POLICY ON FOREIGN STUDENTS, STUDIES ABROAD NOTED

[Text] New Delhi, Sept 20--The Education Ministry, in consultation with the 
External Affairs Ministry, is now formulating a scheme to regulate and moni- 
tor the education of foreign students in India. 


The need for this has been felt in the context of the spurt in demand from 
foreign students for educational facilities. There are at present about 25,000 
of tiem in different parts of the country and every year their number is in- 
creasing by at least 3,000. 


The presence of such a large number with different cultural backgrounds often 
leads to problems of adjustment with the local community and sometimes there 
are unpleasant incidents. Unless steps are taken to prevent this, the students 
will carry back ‘to their countries unpleasant memories. 


Three Categories 


There are three categories of foreign students: 1. Those studying on Govern- 
ment scholarships under cultural exchange programmes; 2. those deputed by their 
respective Governments under bilateral agreements; and 3. those who are called 
self-financing. 


In the case of the first two categories, there is no problem as they are 
sponsored by the Government and their intake can be regulated. 


But in the case of self-financing students, the position is different. Anyone 
with a valid visa can get admission in a college here provided a seat is avail- 
able and there is no dearth of institutions to offer them seats as that will 
bring in more money. 


In fact, the mushrooming of capitativ:r fee institutions in cities like Banga- 
lore is attributed to this demand frou foreign students, especially those from 
Iran. Apart from these, private educational institutions have come up which 
offer on payment certificates and diplomas equivalent to the basic qualifica- 
tion required for admission to a degree course. 














First Step 


For quite some time now, the authorities have been exercised over this and 
considering remedial measures. As a first step, the intake of self-financing 
students has been regulated by stipulating that only those cleared by their 
respective Governments and having “student visas" can be admitted. 


The programme, now being formulated, seeks to ensure that the students have 
sufficient knowledge of English to follow the lessons and that their progress 
is monitored regularly. 


If any foreign student is fourid deficient in his basic attainments to pursue 
the course of his choice, he will be given special coaching. Similarly, in 
the course of his studies, he will be helped to get adjusted to the local cul- 
tural and social environment. 


A central agency to implement the programme is contemplated. 

Soviet Offer Not Accepted 

The growing demand from foreign students for study facilities is regarded as 
indicative of the extent of facilities available here for higher education. 
In view of this, the Union Government has been reluctant to allow Indian Stu- 


dents to go abroad for studies, except at doctoral and post doctoral levels. 


In pursuance of this policy, it has politely turned down offers of scholarships 
from foreign Governments to Indians at undergraduate and post-graduate levels. 


The Soviet Union, for instance, has been requesting the Indian Government to 
send students for its five-year integrated courses leading up to the graduate 


level. It has offered scholarships to these students upto post-doctoral courses. 


But the feeling in official circles here is that if this is agreed to, the 
Indian student concerned will have to spend nearly 10 years in the Soviet Union 
and will find it difficult to get adjusted when he returns home. It is also 
felt that scholarships should be availed of only in fields where facilities 
are not adequately developed in India. 


For the past two years, the Union Government has not been nominating any 
student for undergraduate courses in the Soviet Union.

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G.K. REDDY: GOOD ECONOMIC TIES WITH U.S. POSSIBLE

[Text] New Delhi, Sept. 20 A conscious effort is being made by India to main- 


tain a reasonably good working relationship with the U.S. in the economic sphere, 


despite the growing strains in its political dealings with the Reagan Adminis- 
tration. 


The necessary steps are being taken to eliminate avoidable irritations in Indo- 
American relations to the extent possible in the present circumstances, without 
in any way compromising India's basic positions on issues like Kampuchea and 
Afghanistan, militarisation of the Indian Ocean and arming of Pakistan. 


It is pointed out that the U.S. fixations on such issues, impinging on India's 
interests in the region, need not come in the way of a more equitable economic 
relationship between the two countries with an annual trade turn-over of over 
$3 billions, which has immense potentialities for expansion. 


There is a vast grey zone in Indo-American relations where it is both possible 
and desirable to delink power politics from economic interests. 


It is with this object in view that Iadia has started actively exploring the 
possibilities of keeping up a credible distinction between differing political 
perceptions of global developments and mutuality of interests in increased 
economic cooperation. 


Haig's Delhi Visit 


The External Affairs Minister, Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, who is due to leave for 
New York tomorrow to attend the U.N. General Assembly session, will try to per- 
suade the U.S. Secretary of State, Mr Alexander Haig, not to put off his long 
overdue visit to Delhi to attend the much-postponed ministerial level meeting 
of the Indo-American Joint Commission. 


Though he had agreed earlier to pay this visit some time this autumn, there 
have been no subsequent moves from the American side to decide on mutually 
convenient dates for the Joint Commission meeting to review and approve the 
agreed programmes for increased economic, technological scientific and 
cultural cooperation. 











It has suggested that a final round of talks for terminating the fuel supply 
agreement should be held in November, before Mr Haig visits Delhi in Decen- 
ber, according to the latest expectations. 


Now that the U.S. has decided to go ahead with its military and package for 
Pakisten, there is very little purpose in the Prime Minister concentrating 
primarily on this issue during her meeting with President Reagan in Cancun. 


The present Administration in Washington, with its closed mind, is not pre- 
pared to pay any attention to India’s apprehensions. 


Positive Aspects of Ties 


But if the two countries can at least agree to disagree on the nature of the 
Soviet threat to the region, it should be possible for them to pay more atten- 
tion to the pesitive aspects of their residuary relationship which provides 
enough scope for increased cooperation in non-political spheres. 


It is to highlight this opportunity which is still open that India is taking 
steps to initiate a limited dialogue with the Reagan Administration. 


The Finance Minister, Mr R Venkataraman, who left today to attend the annual 
Fund-Bank meetings, will also explore the possibilities during his stay in 
Washington. 


And the part the U.S. plays behind the scenes in the finalisation of the IMF 
loan terms will indicate whether it is really interested in this two-dimensional 
approach to Indo-American relations.

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GOVERNMENT SIGNS 1982 COOPERATION AGREEMENT WITH FRG

[Text] New Delhi, September 23: India will receive DM 360 million (Rs 133.92 
crores) as financial assistance for the year 1981-82 from the Federal Republic 
of Germany under an agreement signed between the two governments here today. 


The agreement was preceded by negotiations on economic cooperation which began 
on September 21, in an atmosphere of mutual trust. 


Mr M. R. Sivaraman, joint secretary in the ministry of finance, led the Indian 
delegation in the negotiations. The FRG delegation was led by Dr Franz Klam- 
ser, ministerial dirigent in the ministry for economic cooperation. 


Out of the assistance provided by the Federal Republic of Germany, DM 235 mil- 
lion (Rs 87.42 crores) is earmarked for projects. The project aid will be used 
further to finance agricultural refinance and development corporation's credit 
project IV., Korba 500 mw turbo-generator set, the Neyveli lignite corporation's 
second mine cut and power station's expansion project. 


The remainder of the assistance will go for import of capital goods, DM 40 mil- 
lion (Rs 14.88 crores) for the industrial development banks. DM 40 million 
(Rs 14.88 crores), and for commodity aid, DM 45.89 million (Rs 16.74 crores). 


In addition, technical assistance in the form of equipment, services of experts 
and training facilities amounting to approximately DM 36 million (Rs 13.39 
crores) will also be made available to India in the current year for the indo- 
German technical corporation projects. 


During the negotiations between the two governments, it was agreed that 
greater attention should be paid to rural development, including agriculture 
and water supply, development of enerry resources and elimination of bottle- 
necks in the economy while selecting rrojects for Indo-German cooperation.

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SUBRAMANIAN SWAMY REPORTS ON TIBET PILGRIMAGE 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 24 Sep 81 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Sept 23--On his return here today, ahead of the 15-member 
party of pilgrims who visited Kailash and Mansarovar, Mr Subramanian Swamy, 
M.P., said that the Chinese authorities had told him that they would welcome 
more and more Indian pilgrims. 


Mr Swamy suggested at a Press conference that a Kailash Mansarovar Yatra 
Samity on the pattern of the Haj committee should be formed to coordinate the 
activities of the various Government agencies involved in organizing the lo- 
gistics of pilgrims travel. 


He said that the border roads organization should be asked to build metalled 
roads along the Kali river up to Lipulakh at the border. The present trek 
route goes up and down causing unnecessary strain. Nepal has already built 
such a road along the bank of the Kali river. 


He wanted a passport and foreign exchange office to be opened at Pithoragarh 
and asked the Government to take up with the Chinese the question of opening 
up the border trade,and also the issue of visas at Lipulakh or Taklakot. 


Mr Swamy said he felt privileged to be the first Indian to reach Kailash and 
Mansarovar, where Indians could now go again after a lapse of 22 years. He 
also felt a sense of fulfillment because he was the first to raise the sub- 
ject of opening the pilgrim route to Tibet in 1978 in course of his conversa- 
tion with the Chinese Deputy Prime Minister, Mr Ji Peng-Fai, in Beijing. 

He continued to raise the matter in his subsequent visits to China--including 
in April, 1981, when he met Mr Deng Xiaoping. 


Answering questions, Mr Swamy said when he raised the matter in 1978, "every- 
one said that the Chinese would never agree to the opening of the route be- 
cause it was certain ramifications," but he knew it was a question of "crea- 
tion of an atmosphere of friendship" between the two countries that would 
make it possible. 


Mr Swamy said he believed that the solution of the border question was possi- 
ble "if we can ensure this atmosphere of friendship." An Indian border team 
would be going to Beijing in November. There was already the "package propo- 
sal" of Mr Deng Xiaoping. The Government of India could also propose “an 
alternative package." 





"Let us not talk on the basis of historical records, when looking at the bor- 
der problem," he said, adding that even the joint communique (issued at the 
end of Foreign Minister, Mr Huang Hua's recent visit), talked of “national 
sentiments." It is this matter of national sentiments that has led to the 
reopening of the pilgrimage to Kailash and Mansarovar." 


Mr Swamy said he had always maintained that the border problem should be 
settled on the basis of give and take. "Kailash-Mansarovar can come in this 
category of take."" Mr Deng had proposed another package. "If the atmo- 
sphere is friendly, a few thousand square miles here and there do not matter." 


He said his ideas and suggestions were only "conceptual." It would be for 
the representatives of Governments of the two countries to sit down, "and 
draw a line keeping in view their respective geographical or military aspects 
and interests." 


Talking of his journey, Mr Swamy said the Ministry of External Affairs, par- 
ticularly the China division, should be congratulated for getting the trip 
organized in a short time following Mr Huang's visit. Praiseworthy logistics 
support was given to pilgrims by the Indo-Tibetan border police, the U.P. 
Special Police Force, and the Kumaon Vikas Mandal Nigam, despite very trying 
conditions and inclement weather. 


It took the pilgrims nine days of walking through difficult terrain to reach 
the Pithoragarh district-Tibet border at Lipulekh pass. This was at a height 
of 18,000 feet. Throughout the journey, the Indian villages received the pil- 
grims warmly and gave then refreshments, and presented Mr Swamy with memoranda 
demanding building of roads and reopening of the Indo-Tibetan border trade. 


On the Chinese side, the people were friendly and treated the pilgrims well. 
"On the bank of the Mansarovar, a Lama ran out of his tent to welcome me and 
gave me tea and sugared puris. When I asked him what he was doing there, he 
said that Hindus would be coming to Mansarovar and he was there to give them 
all tea and refreshments."

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ANANDA MARG DENIES HAND IN PLOT TO KILL GANDHI

[Text] Patna, Sept. 23--The Ananda Marg yesterday denied reports appearing in 
a section of the Press that it had entered into a conspiracy to assassinate 
the Prime Minister, reports UNI. 


In a statement here, Acharya Shraddhananda, advocate for the general secre- 
tary, Ananda Marg Pracharaka Sangh, denied the allegation and said the Ananda 
Marg had nothing to do with such activities. He said "we condemn such activi- 
ties if done by anybody anywhere. 


"Ananda Marg has always asserted that it is a purely spiritual organization 
preaching yoga and doing social service to relieve the suffering humanity 
through education and relief," the statement added. 


The alleged plot to assassinate Mrs Gandhi was reported to have been uncovered 
by the police with the arrest of two youths from Bihar. The police submitted 
that the two youths along with Prem Shankar Poddar of Calcutta had allegedly 
entered into a conspiracy to assassinate the Prime Minister at the instance 

of the Ananda Marg. 


Police said the two youths were to carry out their plan during an election 
meeting at Ranchi on January 1 last year. The plan, however, failed as 
Mrs Gandhi did not visit Ranchi that day because of bad weather. 


The sources said Poddar was a zonal secretary of the Proutist Bloc of India, 
political wing of the Ananda Marg. The other two also had close links with 
the organization. 


Having failed to execute their plot in Ranchi, the suspects visited Delhi in 
August. They stayed at an unknown place in the capital for three days and 
"studied the route and the timings of the Prime Minister's motorcade.”

US arms aid to Pakistan was a 
deliberate irritant to the Soviet 
Union, and “ig the first step to 
try and get bases or base :here,” 
she said in the interview with 
the New Dethi corresponden, of 
the Sydney Morning Herald. 

She accused the US of trving 
to make Pakistan replace Iran 
as its policeman in the region 
and said Washingtor was hostile 
to India because ‘we do not fit 
in with their global strategy’. 


Washington was ‘generally 
used to people toeing their line 
and they dort like a country 
which pursues an independent 
course,’ she said. 

Mrs Gandhi said the US had 
opposed the concept of non-align- 
ment origirral!y and was still 
not happy with it. 


Washington, she added, did 
not like India’s position on 
South Africa, Namibia or earlier 
Vietnam. She denied that indla 
might be imcreasing its depen- 
dence on Moscow. ‘We are not 
dependent on the Soviet Union. 
So there is no question of in- 
creasing dependence’, she said

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Asked whether she foresaw an 
attack on India by Pakistan with 
its latest acquisition of arms, 
Mrs Gandhi replied: ‘That does 
not seem logical or rational.’ But

She drew particular attention 
to the background to Pakistan's 
acquisition of arms, ‘the tension 
in the region, the bringing clos- 
er to us of global confrontations 
and great power rivalries.’

‘well, they can be used against 
inalia.’

SPRING CROP SUPPORT--New Delhi, Sept 20--The Agriculture Ministry has set apart 
Rs 111 crores for immediate distribution as short-term loans to States for pur- 
chase and distribution of agricultural inputs for the radi season. The strategy 
for the rabi crops, evolved recently, aims at augmenting th* production of 
wheat, Oilseeds and pulses. The area under wheat will be expanded by exploring 
the possibility of growing it in Assam and the North-Eastern Region. The Agri- 
culture Ministry has written to State Governments, indicating crop-wise and 
areawise, the production targets, and the arrangements required for their reali- 
sation. The Ministry has streamlined the procedure to expedite financial sanc- 
tions for all Centrally-sponsored rabi campaigns without delay. A Central 
control room is being set up to keep effective liaison with all State Govern- 
ments to review the progress from time to time, identify the bottlenecks, if 
any, and initiate necessary measures to clear them. The Ministry has also 
designated some of the senior officers as “area officers" each of whom will be 
in charge of one or two States for intensive review of the progress of the 
agricultural production programmes in the States allotted to him. They will 
start visiting the States to assist them in various agricultural programmes.

The 
majority of the arrests were made in the Punjab, where 13 million Indian 

sikhs live. Soon after the hijacking, 100 sikhs were arrested in northern 
India. However, the arrests made yesterday involved persons connected with 
blowing up railway bridges, government buildings and telecommunication systems 
in Punjab. Two sikh organizations announced on 11 October that they will 
resist restrictions that have been imposed on carrying karpans [short sikh 
swords] on airline flights. The Gurdwara administration committee and the 

All India Sikh Students Federation have announced that the ban on sikhs 
carrying the karpan amounts to religious discrimination and will not be 
tolerated. According to JANG's correspondent in Chandigarh, following a 
recent clash between arrested sikhs and police, the sikhs occupied Jullundur 
prison and took the warden and other officials hostage. They also planted 
the free Khalistan flag on top of the prison. During the clash in the prison, 
more than 50 sikh prisoners and 14 guards were wounded.

DK ‘CAPITALIST ENCLAVE' NEAR NONG SAMET DESCRIBED 
BKO40350 Bangkok BANGKOK POST in English 4 Oct 81 p 23 
[Article by Jim Gerrand: "The ‘Chicago’ on the Thai-Khmer Border"] 


[Text] Chamka Kor is a sprawl of thatch huts with patches of blue plastic sheeting. 
The village sprouts on the edge of woodlands just 3 kilometres from Nong Samet 
camp, the largest of Son Sann's "free market" sanctuaries. 


Amongst Thai traders along this blackmarket belt of the border, Chamka Kor has been 
dubbed "Chi-ca-go." In its thriving market centre, Khmer traffickers buy up 
cigarettes, cloth and footwear, bicycle bits, foodstuffs and sundry little 

luxuries that are peddled back along the trails to Sisophon and then fan out to 

the major population centres in Kampuchea and even through to Vietnam. 


But Chamka Kor is not a stronghold of the noncommunist "free Khmers" nor of the 
warlords and bandits who until this year had fought for power and preyed on the 
misery of refugees in this wild west fringe of Kampuchea. 


No, it is under the aegis of Pol Pot's Khmer Rouge guerrillas that this free- 
wheeling capitalist enclave has grown to rival the better known markets in the 
camps at Nong Samet and Nong Chan, north from Aranyaprathet. While all the world 
remains sceptical of declarations from the government of Democratic Kampuchea that 
its notorious communist doctrines have been abandoned, at least here at Chamka Kor 
the Khmer Rouge really have found a soft spot for capitalist enterprise. 


With AK-47 rifles or fearsome rocket tubes slung from their shoulders, Khmer Rouge 
soldiers wander at leisure past the benches of gold dealers toying with their 
scales, or peer with curiosity at photo studios where 60 baht buys a Polaroid 

snap shot against a painted backdrop of the famous Angkor temples. 


Chamka Kor also boasts two commercial cin-mas built of thatch, a pagoda with 
10 monks in saffron robes, tailor shops, coffee stalls, fortune-tellers and 
several sporting rinks where men spend their idle hours engrossed in games of 
French-style bowls. 


Many soldiers have exchanged their Maoist caps for hats from Thailand emblazoned 
with yellow badges and the words "Black Tiger."" Others adorned the butts of 
their rifles with quaint knitted covers in pastel colours. 
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“[t they carry weapons they must be Khmer Rouge," assured one civilian. 


From loudspeakers near the noodle shops, a committee of mei. in black fatigues 
appeal for donations to the hospital building fund. The broadcast is interspersed 
with recorded buddhist chants. One committeeman says that Prince Sihanouk has 

now joined hands with Khieu Samphan, the prime minister of Democratic Kampuchea, 
which is something less than accurate. 


Seated in a barber's stall with his rifle propped nearby, one of Pol Pot's 
guerrillas stretches back his head as the razor scrapes for hair on his neck 
and chin. 


Such coexistence would seem incredible--barbers, buddhists and blackmarketeers 
all flourishing under the benign gaze of their former persecutors. 


"The Khmer Rouge soldiers are very disciplined; there is never any trouble here," 
commented one man selling buddhist posters in the market. "It's not the same 
with soldiers at Nong Samet,” he said. 


fhe poster seller says he fought as a marine on Lon Nol's side against the Khmer 
Rouge. He carries a scar on one arm where he says he was shot in April 1975 
during the final hours before Phnom Penh fell to the communist forces. All of 
his family died, he believes, during the 3 and 1/2 years before Pol Pot was 
ousted by the Vietnamese invasion. 


Sitha now buys buddhist posters at the Thai border and carries them back to 
hawk in Chamka Kor. The profit, he says, is 30 satang on each. 


Other hawkers complain of the taxes and recruiting by "free khmers" in neighbor- 
ing camps. But the Vietnamese troops who demand bribes on the trails to 
Sisophon are the target of much more bitter criticism. Some traffickers claim 
they had paid up to 300 baht on one trip--all the profits from a bicycle load of 


Cigarettes. 
But what of taxing, recruiting and -ropaganda by the Khmer Rouge? 


[t simply does not happen, civilians claim in Chamka Kor. From somewhere though, 
oldiers do have money to spend in the market and yet so far as is known there 
are still no wages paid to the cadre and troops of Democratic Kampuchea. Perhaps 
their families earn pocket money from gardening and cottage industry. Or perhaps 
Khmer Rouge in this one area receive some special allowance. 


One civilian says he works for the Khmer Rouge carrying drums of water on his 
bicycle to the combat zones. His pay is 25 baht per 20 litre drum. In other 
Khmer Rouge strongholds, women and children have always provided this logistic 
backup without any dreams of payment. 

"This is the soft face of the Khmer Rouge," observes one Western diplomat based 
in Bangkok who has known of the Chamka Kor phenomenon for some months. Just a 
short walk further north is Phnom Chhat, a hardcore Khmer Rouge base where troops 
and supporters live in more spartan conditions with no formal market or other 
bourgeois trimmings. 
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It is not that Chamka Kor is staged to impress the outside world. Im fact very 
few foreigners have found their way to the camp--not even international relief 
aid workers, let alone reporters. 


Undoubtedly though, the experiment is very much aimed at domestic political gain 
and an attempt to salve the distrust of so many Kampucheans who suffered and 
lost family during the brutal excesses of Pol Pot's ultra-revolution. And while 
it seems that the Khmer Rouge are not in it for money themselves, presumably 
there are intelligence benefits as traffickers bring back news of Vietnamese 
movements in the interior. 


"Beaucoup liberte ici" says Sitha, the poster seller, who is still bemused by 
the freedoms and absence of regimentation in Chamka Kor. He sleeps in the hut 
of a friend and has done nothing to register his name with camp authorities. 


Sitha turns out the lining of his trousers pocket to show the address of a 
"brother" who made it out last year and has been resettled in Australia. He 
scrawls out a letter to be carried to Sydney but really his hopes have died 

for any escape bid across the border to a formal camp in Thailand. He's told 
there is no more resettlement to third countries from Khao I-Dang and that sooner 
or later the refugees in Thailand will have to return to Kampuchea. 


He owns the clothes he stands in, a small plastic bag and 200 baht from trading. 
That's all. He has no hut of his own or even a hammock to sleep in. His wife 
has no coupons for rice distributed by UNICEF at Phnom Chhat. Their baby is 

l vear old. 


But for the time being, Sitha, like hundreds of other traders is free to come and 
go on the border trails. 


He passes Khmer Rouge guards on the fringe of the camp without being stopped for 
checking. One soldier stands with the aid of a crutch. He is an amputee who 
recently returned after hospital treatment at Khao I-Dang camp in Thailand. 


"Free Khmer" soldiers at the next checkpoint on the path back to Nong Samet smile 
and chat and then ask a fee of 5 or 10 baht from the traders on loaded bicycles. 
A drink seller's crate of «oda is lightened by one bottle. 

At the next checkpoint too, "free Khmers" are collecting tax. Well in his cups 
at 10 a.m., one soldier swaggers with a revolver to impress his importance. 
Smiles appease and the traders pass by. 


Note: Uninvited but unhindered, I was able to walk into Chamka Kor on two occasions 
in a search for three young children who have escaped from Phnom Penh in a bid to 

be reunited with their mother in Australia. Though the children have still to be 
found, it is clear that many refugees have indeed arrived in the camp with 
desperate hopes of sneaking across the torder for asylum. Their movements too are 
unhindered by the Khmer Rouge. Traders showed no qualms at all about asking a 
foreign intruder to stay overnight in their huts and at no stage did camp officials 
check papers or identification. This, you'd better believe, has not been typical 

ot Khmer Rouge rule in the past.

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LAO DELEGATE SPEAKS TO UN CONFERENCE ON UNDERDEVELOPMENT

[Speech by Soulivong Phasitthidet, head of the LPDR delegation, delivered on 
behalf of Lao Deputy Prime Minister and Foreign Minister Phoun Sipaseut, on 

8 September at the UN Conference of the Least Developed Countries held in Paris 
from 1 to 14 September 198l--read by announcer] 


[Text] Mr Chairman, ladies and gentlemen: First of all, the LPDR delegation 
would like to congratulate you, Mr Chairman, for your glorious election as 
chairman of this UN Conference on the Least Developed Countries. Our delegation 
firmly believes that with your rich experience and remarkable ability, our con- 
ference will be successful. At the same time, our delegation would like to 
sincerely congratulate all members of the conference staff. 


In addition, our delegation wishes to express warm congratulations and sincere 
thanks to Mr (Kamani Corea), secretary of this UN Conference on the Least 
Developed Countries, for exerting efforts in making preparations for this con- 
ference and for defending the interests of the least developed countries. 


Our delegation would like to take this opportunity to express sincere thanks to 
UN Secretary General Kurt Waldheim for giving unremitting attention to all the 
interests of the least developed countries. Our delegation highly praises the 
various countries and organizations for creating the conditions for this 
conference. Moreover, our delegation would like to express sincere and deep 
congratulations to the king of Nepal and other heads of state for their 
encouraging and circumspect views. 


Mr Chairman, our delegation observes with satisfaction that after long and 
difficult preparations, the UN Conference on the Least Developed Countries is 
being held in Paris today as scheduled. We are thus now in a vital period. 

It is during this period that after several negotiations, we will be able to see 
if the various economically (?developed) -ountries will hasten to seriously 
assist in freeing the least developed countries from this serious state of 
underdevelopment. 


The resolution No 122 on complete programs for assisting the least developed 
countries, adopted in 1979 at the UN Conference on Trade and Development, was 
a new hope for the people in these countries. Nevertheless, this hope swiftly 
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vanished, because the adopted resolution was not put into practice due to a 

lack of political intentions. Urgent assistance programs which are part of 

the above-mentioned complete programs were not seriously implemented. It is 
regrettable that these programs, compiled with great effort after difficult 
negotiations for the interest of the least developed countries, failed to achieve 
good results. 


The economic and social situation in the least developed countries has not been 
improved and, worst still, has deteriorated. The people in these countries 
continue to pursue a difficult life. The international community is aware that 
the least developed countries have been actively obstructed by the special 
conditions of their own structure, and that the daily deterioration of the world 
economic conditions has affected these countries more seriously. 


fhe various least developed countries in Asia and the Pacific are poorer and 
weaker economically than the developing countries. As we already know, their 
GNP is very low. For this reason, the rate of their development is low. It 

can be said that there has been no developments at all over the past 20 years. 
Moreover, these countries have encountered great difficulties stemming from 
their unfavorable geographic locations, particularly regarding the cases of four 
of the least developed countries which have no access to the sea. 


furthermore, these countries have been constantly damaged by natural disasters. 
Ihe development of various national economic branches has been seriously delayed 
by the shortage of development funds and skilled labor. Even though agriculture 
is the most important sector in the national economy of each country in Asia 

and the Pacific, the production in food and other agricultural supplies per capita 
is constantly decreasing, while its industry is at its early stage and contributes 
less than 7/7 percent to overall national income. Labor has been utilized at a low 
rate and thus plays a limited role in the difficult national economy. 


Therefore, the various least developed countries, owing to their own specific 
conditions, are generally in the same situation. These countries have encountered 
many problems and difficulties, such as low agricubtural and industrial output, 
shortages of skilled labor, insufficient production, the lack of national capital 
and foreign funds, shortages of imported raw material, the lack of management 
experiences and specialized institutes, exorbitant prices of products, inappro- 
priate use of technology, the lack of domestic markets, limited goods for export 
and so forth. All this constitutes an unfavorable factor which limits the 
development of the economy of these countries. 


Owing to the lack of capital and necessary technical knowledge, their natural 
resources have not been fully exploited. For this reason, no matter how much 
effort the people in the least developed countries will make, their economic 

and social development will aot achieve results beyond what they can do in their 
self-sufficient economy and will proceed slowly. The lack of food supplies and 
utensils for daily use has further worsened the social conditions of these nations. 
The poorest continue to live on sustenance. In addition, they lack other social 
services which are important since they contribute to the quality of life. It is 
regrettable that such services are insufficient and not available in rural or 
mountainous areas. 
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Mr Chairman, the serious situation in the least developed countries calls for an 
urgent and realistic solution. As is already known, the main responsibility rests 
with the least developed countries themselves. Yet, it is still necessary for the 
international community to positively cooperate with these countries in their 
efforts to achieve their economic and social development. This is the duty of 
all, since the reduction of tension, peace and international security depend on 
the balanced and rapid development of the poor countries. At present, the 
international community has acknowledged and deemed it necessary to assist these 
countries to ease their hardships and completely free them from the state of 
underdevelopment existing in the past and at present and brighten their future 
hope in order to advance toward the establishment of a new international economic 
order. This is also an urgent requirement in the international strategy for 
development of the United Nations Organization in its 3d decade. It is now time 
to begin implementing this. . 


For this reason, to make this UN Conference on the Least Developed Countries 
successful, the participants must have ways to carry out activities to completely 
change the economic situation in these countries. The conference has acknowledged 
the various extremely just proposals advanced by the various least developed 
countries. These proposals deal with the implementation of the new assistance 
programs for 1980. This program is a result of long studies and preparations. 
Regarding this issue, we would like to once again call on the international 
community to extensively support these countries’ struggles for survival. 


With regard to this question, we would like to express profound thanks to various 
UN organizations, particularly the UNCTAD, for making significant contributions 
to the adoption of this new project. We also thank the groups of high-level 
experts on least developed countries for, after studying in the Geneva conference, 
giving creative suggestions for the cause of development of the least developed 
countries. Therefore, in conformity with the direction stipulated in the 122d 
resolution of the Manila conference, the new action program for 1980 for the 
least developed countries is aimed at transforming the structure of social 
requirements, ways of investments, and urgent assistance. It is, therefore, 
required that various countries increase their support and assistance to various 
branches. This support should be given in the form of international support and 
assistance. 


The proposal oa the requirements of overall assistance as submitted by the Group of 
77 aims to double the value of assistance provided for the least developed countries 
during the past 5 years. This increase in the value of assistance is to come into 
effect beginning early this decade. To each of these countries, it is a just, 


reasonable proposal which can enable them to carry out the transformation of neces- 
sary structures. The proposal on requirements of urgent assistance under special 
conditions is aimed at guaranteeing develoned countries provide as much as 

0.15 percent of their national revenue to the least developed countries. This 
provision is to be made in the form of state assistance in the development field 
between 198] and 1985. This percentage vill be increased to 0.20 percent during 
the second half of this decade. This p:oposal is also an appropriate and equitable 
proposal . 
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We consider that tive above-mentioned proposals are as correct and equitable as 
the one which is aimed at having each organization which renders aid bilaterally 
or multilaterally increase its contribution to the overall assistance under 
special conditions. Specific objectives as well as expectations of capital and 
assistance are to be set for various least developed countries. Our delegation 
also deems it mecessary to partly change ways of giving assistance. We support 
the direction stipulated in the draft program of action on the assistance for 
1980 that must be implemented by those countries and organizations providing 
assistance. 


We would hereby like to put emphasis on certain points that we consider to be 
points of great significance. Based on the possibility of actual capital, the 
LPDR wishes that the assistance willingly provided by various countries should 

be in the form of gratuitous and unconditional assistance. Therefore, based on 
the situation in our country on the financial balance, we see that the assistance 
under this form is very necessary. We also want the various ~ountries providing 
assistance to agree to shoulder responsibility for the expenses that are needed 
in carrying out various plans and projects of assistance in the least developed 
countries. The assistance-providing countries should also take responsibility 

of the expenses needed in fulfilling the programs of action in those least 
developed countries. In addition, we support the idea to give top priority to 
the request for assistance of various least developed countries, particularly 

the request for assistance on the building and training of managing cadres in 

the countries given with assistance. This is aimed at serving the implementation 
of various plans. 


We also support all ideas concerning the promotion and restoration of the economic 
ictivities of the least developed countries. The monetary and technical assistance 
or assistance in the form of giving other facilities is also desperate needed by 
the least developed countries. Until present, although the various least developed 
countries have accumulated a large amount of their capital to develop the 
igricultural, industrial, transportation, trading, educational, public health and 
‘ther branches, they still remain in the condition that they could not profoundly 
carry out the transformation of their national economy. 


We, therefore, would Like to call on the various countries with developed economy 
to provide necessary monetary and technical assti: to the least developed 
countries so as to help them successfully transf sir national economies. 


Ihe new assistance program for 1980 should emphasize the specific concerns of 

the 15 countries in the 31 least developed countries which have no access to 

the sea. These countries are encountering serious problems with the transportation 
of goods in transit. We agree with the various countries which have no access 

to the sea and (?uninhabited) islands in requesting special assistance from the 
international community. 


We support the statement of the UN Conference on the Least Developed Countries 
proposed by the delegation of these countries which are members of ESCAP and 

ECWA, The statement was approved by a ministerial-level conference of the members 
of the two organizations to resolve economic problems in the regions. 
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We would like to further notify this conference that the various reports and 
statements adopted by it emphasize the importance of resolution No 3201S6 and 
resolution No 3202S6, dated 1 May 1974, which deal with a statement and a program 
of action concerning the establishment of a new international economic order, 

and resolution No 3281-29, dated 12 December 1974, which deals with the treatv 

on states economic rights and duties. 


We would like to reiterate that the statement and reports of a conference in 
Bangkok emphasize the importance of relations between the reduction of arms and 
development, the planning of state economic and social development and the 
necessity to eliminate colonialism and neocolonialism. The inclusion of these 
matters in the assistance program for 1980 will add life to the documents of 
our current conference. 


Mr Chairman, the LPDR, which is one of the 31 least developed countries, realizes 
the paramount importance of the current conference. Following the adoption 

of resolution No 34/203 of the UNGA in 1979, the purpose of which is to hold this 
conference, the LPDR enthusiastically made preparations for it. 


Our antry, like many other countries, is currently in an underdeveloped state. 
underdevelopment stemmed from several decades of occupation and colonization. 
After this, the LPDR was faced with a war of destruction unleashed by the 
imperialist aggressors. This protracted war left our people poor and under- 
developed. Following the establishment of the republican system, the LPDR 
government has made positive efforts to carry out its duties in developing all 
the national economic branches destroyed by the war. We have gradually been freed 
from the prolonged state of underdevelopment. Nevertheless, no matter how much 
effort we have made, we continue to encounter many difficulties causing the 
continuation of this state of underdevelopment. 


As a matter of fact, following the establishment of the LPDR in December 1975, 
the enemies of the revolution have made use of all opportunities to obstruct 
our country's normal development work and sought every possible way to sabotage 
the Lao people's efforts in peacefully making a living and to sabotage our 
development plans. They have incited and deceived skillful engineers to flee 
the country and put an end to the transportation of goods and equipment needed 
for the implementation of the LPDR's development programs. 


At present, an economic blockade has been imposed by a neighboring country 
sharing a 1, 500-km border with Laos. The LPDR is a country which does not have 
access to the sea. It has only one overland access to the outside world from 
Vientiane. Moreover, they [apparently referring to Thailand] have charged 


exorbitant taxes and transport fees for goods in transit. 


For the sake of the interests of the pec; es of the two countries, we call on 
this neighboring country to implement the joint communique of 1979 signed with 
the LPDR and observe the international ©.inciples on the countries having no 


access to the sea, 
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In the face of such a situation, the LPDR is doing everything to develop a new 
route for transporting goods in transit, particularly via the SRV. The Lao 
Government is utilizing all its manpower, material and technical knowledge to 
onstruct this route, since it is imperative to the exchange of goods and 

elopment. The construction and repair of other roads is also an 
urgent and imperative task.

Mr Chairman, the LPDR has begun implementing its first 5-year plan ending in 1985. 
The Lao people of all nationalities are concentrating on materializing this plan 
1imed at eliminating the state of economic underdevelopment, boosting national 
production, transforming and making its society progressive, improving the people's 


living conditions, eificiently n*king use of our material and natural resources, 
manpower and capital and creating necessary conditions for improving production 
ases. The materialization of this first 5-year plan will help Laos, an under- 


leveloped country, gradually free itself from the state of underdevelopment. To 
implement this plan, our government is mainly relying on its own strength. To 
achieve this aim, we will utilize all our economic strength. 


Nevertheless, because of various difficulties, economic and technical difficulties 
in particular, our government has called for extensive international assistance 
to aid our national development efforts. 


[he specific document on Laos, No (Ember)/CP/5, concluding document No A/104/SP2 
dated 11 February 1981 compiled by (?7UNICEF) and the report on the LPDR publ ished 
by the consultative conference in Vienna all constitute economic and social 
development programs and meet our country's requirements for international 
assistance. 


We would like to thank the various countries and international organizations for 
attending the special consultative conference on the LPDR and hope that those 
ittending this conference will understand our problems and respond to our require- 


ment S . 


We invite the countries which did not attend the conference to study our documents 
and, if possible, contribute to our national development. 


\s you know, the LPDR delegation has always persisted in its positive efforts to 
operate with all countries and all international organizations which intend to 
issist Laos in its cause of restoring and developing the national economy on the 


basis of respect for each other's independence, national sovereignty and terri- 
torial integrity and for the various principles of non-interference in internal 
iffairs, good neighborliness and mutual interests. 

Wwe remember with extreme regret that i: the past many countries which are members 
f the committee for development assistance did not give sufficient assistance 
to Laos in its economic and social development as our country chose a political 








and social system which is different from theirs. According to latest statistics 
on assistance for Laos, it is clear that these countries are not concerned about 
the development work of the LPDR. 


More serious still, the imperialists who conducted a war of aggression to devastate 
the Lao nation and its people have so far not yet made any contribution whatsoever 
to the task of reconstruction and healing the wounds of the devastating war in 
Laos. The international reactionary forces have colluded with these imperialists 
to pursue a hostile line against the LPDR government and the Lao people.

[Excerpt] [Question] What impact will the establishment of operations bases 
by the Pol Pot-Sihanouk-Son Sonn group along the border have on Thailand?” 


[Answer} There sure is going to be a problem here. It is obvious at this time 
that it is a border war, or guerrilla war. So why are things like this? We 
see it two ways. There is a need to have absolute power over Kampuchea. If 
those opposition groups go in to stage raids and then flee back onto Thai soil 
many times, the Heng Samrin forces will pursue them onto our soil and we will 
have a Non Mak Mun situation or a Non San Khiap situation. Another problem is 

a foreign relations problem. 


[Question] What will happen if Pol Pot-Sihanouk-Son Sonn set up a headquarters 
in Thailand? 


[Answer] If we adhere to the principle of neutrality, then the establishment of 
a joint headquarters by Pol Pot-Sihanouk-Son Sann would not be correct. But at 
this time, this is only being discussed and it is not known what form this will 
take. In terms of diplomatic or political policy, I do not know what they will 
do. But in military terms, they must make an effort to make the battlefield 
outside the country as much as possible; this would be gooc. 


[Question] [Are we] giving support to these groups or not? 


[Answer] In principle, we are neutral. We are not helping anybody. But in

U.S. ROLE IN THAI POLITICS DISCUSSED

[Excerpts] The American Embassy--A Legitimizing Force 


[he great power, the United States, when it confers recognition on an administra- 
tion or institution, that is tantamount to worldwide legitimization of that 
administration or institution. 


Examples can be clearly seen from the past. The United States announced its 
recognition of the government of Khuang Aphaiwong, who set up his administra- 
tion in March, 1948 after the overthrow of the administration of Pridi 
Phanomyong. The same holds with the U.S. Embassy as it came to play a role in 
formally recognizing all Thai military leaders as they took power, whether 

it was Field Marshal P. Phibunsongkhram, Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat or 

Field Marshal Thanom Kittikhachon up to the events of 14 October 1973. 


After that, the U.S. Embassy (and other embassies in Thailand) reduced their role 
in legitimizing the new governments of Sanya Thammasak and those of subsequent 
democratic administrations. 


After the events of 6 October 1976, the U.S. Embassy did not once again play a 
role in legitimizing Thailand's new government to the extent it had in the past, 
but it still gave its approval to the “ruling class" in many other forms. 


There are reports that right after the Thanin administration had been established, 
Ambassador White house turned over five American helicopters to Thanin for use 

in narcotics suppression. In May, 1977, the U.S. ambassador led the former 

prime minister and high-ranking military leaders on a visit to the aircraft 
carrier USS Constellation. Only a month after that the embassy sent a personal 
letter from President Carter to former Prime Minister Thanin to praise the 

Thai Government for its strong role in reducing the quantities of narcotics in 
the region. 


From the role played by the U.S. Embassy recently, it may be concluded that one 
trend of U.S. policy is to generally grant formal approval and support to the 
ruling classes in Thai society that are “conservative” or those rulers who are 
able to create order in maintaining the status quo in Thai society. 
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One result of this is that among Thai military leadership circles, there has 
arisen basic assumption that they will be given formal recognition by the 
United States, legitimizing them politically and leading to recognition by 
other Western nations. 


At the same time for the United States, the personal qualities and fame of the 
U.S. ambassador likewise all play a part in promoting the legitimization con- 
ferred on the Thai ruling class at the time. For example: Ambassador William 
J. Donovan (1953-1954), a close friend of President Eisenhower, had a part in 
helping to greatly expand the Thai armed forces, especially those of the police 
by approving and promoting the power of Pol Gen Phao Sriyanon, the director 
general of the police department at the time as did John E. Peurifoy, who was 
very anti-communist. He was the one who arranged for Field Marshal 

P., Phibunsongkhram to take a world tour. During the era of Field Marshal 

Sarit Thanarat, he was also supported militarily and socially by a close friend 
of President Kennedy, Ambassador Kenneth T. Young. 


American ambassadors who did not achieve the expected success were those like 
Max W. Bishop who was resisted mightily concerning U.S. military assistance 
programs during the rule of Field Marshal Phibunsongkhram and William Kintner 
who was appointed ambassador after the events of 14 October 1973. Although 

the latter was a political science professor at the University of Pennsylvania, 
he did not use his knowledge or abilities in promoting Thai political stability 
at all. Moreover, Whitehouse's tenure which started in 1975 brought great 
resistance from students and intellectuals especially in the struggle to remove 
U.S. bases in Thailand. 


Catching the Eye of--the Eagle, Political Signs 


"The U.S. Embassy simply promotes dictatorship..." is the constantly heard statement 
which the United States is trying to deny. It has always said that it supports 
gradual, evolutionary change of a democratic form of constitutional government 

and that it promotes popular participation in the political process. 


An American embassy official stated that "The embassy encourages all political 
parties that have joined the government and the political forces that are in 
opposition to the government, but the [embassy] role in the latter category 

was very difficult at a time when Thailand was ruled by a military dictatorship. 
When Thailand has been a quasi-democracy, the embassy has gone out to make 
contact with important opposition figures.” 


[hat embassy officer gave an example in the case of the U.S. disagreement with 
the actions which attempted to destroy the democratic system, such as that 
period following the 1947 coup. Ambassador Stanton demonstrated his "viewpoint" 
in that situation. Also, during Thatiland'‘s long administration by military 
dictatorship, Ambassador Martin demonstrated the wishes of the United States 
concerning political and economic reforms in Thailand. Another time was right 
after 14 October 1973. Ambassador Kintner formally praised the political 
reforms that had occurred in Thai history. 


"We welcome developments which open the way for the Thai people to participate much 
more directly in their government.... We congratulate the youth of Thailand who 
have opened a brilliant new era in the annals of Thai history. 
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wever, the problem with the form which the U.S. attempts to show is that it is 
uspiciously self-contradictory. Such as during the administration of Sanya 
Ihammasak, the U.S. Embassy, through the operations of the CIA, made an effort 
sound out the attitudes of the Thai Government to know whether it would 
“tollow the behind” of the United States. This was done in 1974 by the CIA 


base in Sakon Nakhon sending a letter to then-Prime Minister Sanya Thammasak 
claiming to be a communist named “"Chamrat." That letter stated that the CPT 
would be glad to negotiate a cease-fire with the government, requesting that 
the zones of communist control be broken off and turned over to a CPT 


administration. It appeared that after U.S. officials were questioned, this 
was discovered to be the handiwork of the CIA. 


lt was the same way with the establishment of U.S. military bases in Thailand 
which they used in the Indochina war and in the Mayaguez incident in which the 
nited States violated Thai sovereignty during the administration of MR Khukrit 
Pramote. This proved that U.S. actions did not respect Thai independence, 
wovereignty and territorial integrity. 


The Prem Government--Fulfilling Reagan Policy? 


Atter the Indochina War, the United States made a strategic and foreign policy 
»slunder which was the starting point of the U.S. inertia toward Thailand. 


“The main thing is that a conflict has arisen between the CIA station chief in 
(hatland and the American ambassador concerning the security of Thailand. Each 
me wants approval and so he sits down and writes a report to his superiors. 

The U.S. Government itself is not certain whose information is right or wrong," 
the embassy official said. "When a new ambassador comes in, things will probably 
get better." 

fhe internal problems of the U.S. Embassy are partly to blame for the deteriora- 
tion in Thai-U.S. relations, especially in the period following the fall of 

ven Kriangsak Chamanan's administration in February 1980, 


"Shortly after VCeneral Prem's administration took over from Kriangsak, the United 
‘tates did not trust him, because certain high-level individuals in his cabinet 
leaned toward the Soviets," a source in the U.S. Embassy said, adding "there 
bably had to be some definite proof, but now for the Prem II administratton, 
everything has changed and one could say that everything has improved in the eyes 
the foreigners.” 


Present Thai Government policies show a tendency to accommodate President Reagan's 


wlicies to a great extent. Frank Carlucci, U.S. assistant secretary of defense 
isited Thailand and called on General Prem from 24-25 September. He said that 
ie United States and Thailand have "an especially close congruence of views" 
mcerning the increased threat from the military buildup and Soviet abusive 


po] icie 


ne United States sincerely holds its responsibilities toward Thailand in 
i rdance with the Manila Pact...and is acting to assist Thailand in improving 
pa ities to meet those threats," said Carlucci. 
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However, recently it seems that the clear shape of Thai policy has been more and 
more pro-U.S. Some Thai officers who were especially close to the United States 
were appointed to important positions such as Gen Saiyut Kertphon. It can be 
said that he is the most pro-American appointee to the position of supreme 
commander . 


"The fact that they invited us shows that everything must be getting better. 
Previously, the United States shunned us, never inviting us because they viewed 
the government as unstable--a here-today-gone-tomorrow thing. But the invitations 
we are getting now mean that we will probably make it," a news source close to the 
Thai Government told SU ANAKHOT. 


Another political trend we can see is that the United States, via ex-Ambassador 
Morton Abramowitz, was very close to Gen Kriangsak Chamanan. "The United States 
sees that Kriangsak could return. From those close to the leadership, it looks 
like there have been high-level agreements with the leaders of the important 
parties not to work with the government until General Prem's term expires 8 months 
from now. It is certain that General Prem will not enter the political arena, 

but arcer that..."' a source close to the government said. 


Conclusion 


Future Thai political trends in the Prem administration are generally headed in 

a more pro-American direction than they were at the beginning of his administra- 
tion. Relations that follow this visit to the United States will probably 

prove that the United States "is paying more attention to Thailand,” in the words 
of Burton Levin, U.S. charge d'affaires in Thailand. 


[he steady stream of American VIP visitors--senators, congressmen and high-level 
U.S. Government officials--are for the purpose of making the good relations 
better than they had been. 


Burton [Levin] stated that President Reagan has declared that Thailand and 
Southeast Asia will be protected and strengthened at all times. This is directly 
contrary to the declarations that followed the Vietnam War, that the United States 
would withdraw from the region. 


fherefore, it can be stated that from now on, during John Gunther Dean's tenure as 
American ambassador, the U.S. Embassy will become once again the political "heart" 


in that it will play a much bigger role in Thailand than in the past. 


And in this role, will the U.S. Embassy promote the development of democratic Thai 


politics or will it lead Thailand back irto the dictatorship we have had before? 
This is something we have to keep close track of. 
Whatever direction Thai pol. cics takes depends only on how much the Thai 
Government fulfills U.S. foreign policy [goals].

fext] Trade and foreign investment, as advertised, will figure high during 
Prime Minister Phem Tinsulanon's visit to the United States and he has already 
set the targets when he met with Thai ambassadors stationed in Western Europe. 
fhe objectives are good but the question will always remain whether Prem's 
efforts will succeed and, if they do, when. It is a fact that trade exhibitions 
ind export-oriented efforts by our diplomatic missions abroad do produce results, 
but what Thailand needs is not a sudden upsurge in trade followed soon by a 
tapering off. Only a steady strean of foreign trade will enable planners to base 
our economy on predictable figures. 


Foreign investment is altogether a different matter and it is an arcane subject 
that usually confounds experts. The basic principle of securing foreign invest- 
ment is not only obtaining a large amount of capital but also the attraction of 
technology in various fields which is not now available in Thailand. A strictly 
capital-oriented investment will not qualify as foreign investment since 

capital can be generated locally without the profits having to be shared with 
investors from abroad. 


foreign investors are highly sensitive persons since it is they who decide to 
export to Thailand, or for that matter any other country, both capital and 
technology. If there is some suspicion of “risk" in one country--the "risk" being 
real or imaginary--there are several other countries which are vying for that 


investment and foreign investors can pick and choose. Foreign investors study 
political questions very seriously. For instance, the guerrilla war that is 
going on in Kampuchea may not have any influence on Thailand but, for no fault of 
ours, its effect rubs off on us. 


Further Thailand does not project an image of political stability, immaterial of 
what we ourselves may think. During the past 10 years we have had seven prime 
ministers, two successful coups d'etat, two unsuccessful ones, and one violent 
overthrow of the government. To a foreigner who is going to invest his capital 

in Thailand and who is not an intimate scholar of current Thai politics, our 
political "instability" will definitely be considered a risk for business. He 

will certainly compare us unfavourably to Singapore or Indonesia. To add to all 
this, the American Chamber of Commerce is presenting no glowing picture of Thailand. 
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It may possibly be an understatement to say that the economy of the country is 

not in good shape. The cost of living has been steadily rising and the government 
has been torced to increase the minimum wage--which, in turn, means pumping more 
oney into an over-heated economy. The baht has been devalued and the foreign 
investor will wonder that if he is to invest in Thailand and take away part of 


the profits from this country, how much his profits will shrink if there is further 
devaluation. Our balance of payments, our foreign reserves and foreign loans do 
not present a very healthy picture--at least not healthy enough to disabuse a 


foreign investor of pessimistic ideas. 


We know that Prime Minister Prem will make a strong sales pitch but however 
ingenious that may be, the first thing he must do should be to convince his 


audience of the programme he will implement in order to put Thailand's economic 
house in order. We know that investing in Thailand will be an excellent 


opportunity for foreign businessmen and business organizations but convincing 
them will require more than just painting a bright verbal picture.

PRISONER EXCHANCE CALL OPPOSED

|Text| There was a report that the European Parliament, whose members are the 
countries in the European Common Market, has passed a resolution calling for a 
discussion with the Thai government on the repatriation of drug convicts in 
Thai prisons so that those young Westerners can serve their sentences in up-to- 
standard prisons in their respective countries. 


The resolution, adopted by a majority vote by the European Parliament, constitutes 
a gross interference in Thailand's internal affairs and is not a resolution 

worthy of civilized countries. Thailand has never been a colony of any European 
country, in the past or now. Those people were convicted to serve jail terms in 
[hai prisons because they committed serious crimes of either possessing narcotics 
or engaging in narcotics trading. Some of them even belong to major drug 
trafficking rackets. Their crime is an offense against the health and well-being 
of other people including those in their own countries. 


Recently, foreign drug prisoners at Bang Khwang prison staged a hunger strike 
demanding an exchange of prisoners between Thailand and their countries. Their 
strike was called off when no attention was paid to it. Yet, the European 
Parliament finally adopted the resolution which constitutes an interference in 
Thailand's internal affairs. 


We want the Thai Government to reject any discussion if the European Parliament 's 
resolution is forwarded to it. In addition, we must indicate to those Westerners 
that their act is an interference in Thailand's internal affairs. We must tell 
them that if they do not want their people to serve prison sentences in Thailand 
they must prevent them from committing crimes in this country. Otherwise, they 
must share the same prisons as Thai prisoners because they are not considered 
special by being Westerners. They have no right to demand treatment in prisons 
with better standards than Thai prisons.

[Text] After paying a courtesy call on Prime Minister and Defense Minister 
Gen Prem Tinsulanon at the central security command early this month following 
their promotion, supreme commander Gen Saiyut Koetphon, army commander 

Gen Prayut Charumani, navy commander Admiral Sombun Chuaphibun and air force 
commander Air Chief Marshal Thaklaeo Susilawon held a joint press conference. 
They pledged to increase the capability of the armed forces in order to give 
confidence to the people. They also pledged that soldiers will work closely 
with the people in order to learn their problems and solve them through mutual 
understanding. 


Army commander in chief Gen Prayut Charumani said the soldiers will support any 
good government with honest leadership, dedicated to the cause of the people 
and which works to bring happiness to the people. We have already seen that a 
dishonest and corrupt government was the cause of the downfall of the countries 
in Indochina. The military, therefore, wants a clean and honest government, 

he said. 


The recent military reshuffle was a big event since we have a new supreme commander 
and new commanders of the three armed forces replacing the former leaders who 
reached retirement age at the same time. It was appropriate, therefore, for the 
new supreme cowmander and the armed forces leaders to issue a statement on their 
policy and the direction they will take in assuming their responsibilities. 


Any change within the military is always of great interest to the people, because 
the military has been involved in the politics to such an extent that it is said 

the military and politics are inseparable. It is generally understood that any 
government without the backing of the mil’tary could face the problem of instability 
and could not ultimately survive. 


Since this is the general belief, it is ratural to assume that the views of the 
new military leaders regarding the government are of significance. We agree 
with the view of the army commander in chief that the military will support a 
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good government with honest leaders, like the present government we have. We 
have already seen that the Indochinese countries could not survive because 
they lacked a good government and honest leadership. 


Yet, in our opinion, it is not sufficient that a good government be defined only 
as a government with an honest person as its leader. In the present situation, 
the role of a government is not primarily its capability to cope with internal 
ind external communist threats and to wage a war to win loyalty of the populace. 
Rather, it has a bigger problem to cope with, that is, the economic difficulties, 
the poverty hardships of daily life. A good government, therefore, needs more 
than just one honest person as its leaders. All cabinet ministers must be 
trusted by the public for their integrity. 


An important element of a government, therefore, is that it must stand ready to 
protect the interests of the majority. Such a government can only come from 
democratic elections by the people, and cannot be a government that is democratic 
only by name.

It was agreed that trade should be increased since 
the present volume is too small. He noted that Egypt has a food problem, 

since only 4 percent of its land is arable while the rest is mainly desert. 
Egypt has to import a large amount of meat for local consumption every year. 
Asked if he had been told about who was responsible for the killing of 
President al-Sadat, General Soem said he did not talk with the Egyptian leaders 
on the matter. He had learned, however, that investigations are being carried 
out by the Egyptian authorities and that it was a conspiracy among some soldiers 
and civilians. He said he also learned of extensive U.S. support for Egypt 

in various areas. Speaking about the security arrangements for President al-Sadat's 
funeral, General Soem said security was tight and the funeral procession was 
yuarded throughout by soldiers. He said what happened in Egypt should serve as

OVERFLIGHT RBQUEST TO USSR--Bangkok, 17 Sep --Thailand has asked the Soviet Union 
to double overflight rights for its flag carrier, Thai International (THAI), a 
senior Communications Ministry official said today. Undersecretary of state for 
communications Choengchan Kamphu said he put the request to Soviet civil aviation 
authorities during a recent visit to Moscow as part of a Thai Government delega- 
tion led by deputy premier Praman Adireksan. THAI currently overflies the 

Soviet Union three times per week on flights to Europe. Mr Choengchan said he 
expected the Soviet Union to give the greenlight to the request--for about 

six overflights per week--by the end of this year. Thailand is allowing the 
Soviet carrier Aeroflot to make about seven overflights per week, he noted.
